MANY O'fHJBS AEE CALLED 


Business Affairs of the Scientist Church 
I;Are Aired, but the Meaning of the 


Words "Mystery of Iniquity" Is Yet 
In Doubt—Gist of the Testimony 


Boston, June 4.—Judge Septimus J. 


fianna, first reader of the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, and editor of va- 
rious Christian Science publications, 
' was the chief witness yesterday in the 
superior court at the trial of the $150,- 
"000 action for libel brought by Josephmo 
Curtis Woodbury of Boston against Kev. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy *f Concord, N, H. 


Up to the time ha took the witness 


•tend the testimony had chiefly to do 
with the business affairs of the church. 
The line of examination of Judge Banna 
by Mr. Peabody, for the plaintiff, indi- 
cates that several magazine articles 


< dealing with Christian Science history 


are expected to be used as evidence. 


During the day William B. Johnson 


testified for the. plaintiff tuat he was 
present at the First Church of Christ 
when the alleged libelous communica- 
tion was read, and said he thought he 
had read it iu a Christian Science pub- 
lication. 
He %vas asked by Mr. Pea- 


body the meaning of the words, "Mystery 
of iniquity," contained in the quotation 
from the scriptures used in the commu- 
nication, but Mr. Elder objected that 
the question was irrelevant. 


The court decided to allow the ques- 


tion for the present, the answer to be 
stricken out later If after a further con- 
sideration and examination of authori- 
ties It should be found that it is not 
proper. 


The question was again asked: "What 


aid you understand the meaning was of 
the words 'mystery of iniquity,' as used 
in the cotamunication?" 


The witness replied that he understood 


"mystery" te mean something that is 
not solved; and as to "iniquity," he 
said, "that is something which for ages 
men hare unsuccessfully tried to find 
wit. and I have not the knowledge nec- 
«gwiry to give an opinion." 


Questions were then asked regarding 


the meaning of other words in the com- 
mtmlcation, all of which witness ex- 
pressed his inability to interpret. 


Witness was then questioned as to the 


meaning of Mrs. Eddy regarding the 
ex-communication of a member of the 
church, and he read from the records 
of the church the following by-law: "A 
full member or probationary member 
of the church excommunicated once, 
and giving evidence of having been re- 
formed, shall be eligible to a second 
reinstatement as probationer by the 
unanimous Tote of the first members of 
the church; but having twice having 
been notified of excommunication, shall 
be forever ineligible to membership." 
Witness said that under this rule is was 
unanimously voted that Mrs. Wood- 
. bury should be excommunicated for- 


ever, and the clerk was instructed to 
notify her of the action of the church. 
This, witness said, had not been done. 


Joseph Armstrong, business manager 


of the Christian Science Publishing so- 
ciety, testified that the journals pub- 
lished by the society were owned by 
Mrs. Ed,dy, who held the coyprights of 
them at the time the alleged libel was 
published. 


Joseph B. Clark, a trustee of the

Gave a Performance Satisfactory to 


Her Captain, Designer and Owner 
—Minor Details Which Were Over- 
looked Can Bo Easily Remedied 


Boston, Jane 4.—Another intended 


cup. defender, the pride and hope of 
Yankee land, the Independence, was 
put through a jogging to stretch sails 
and rigging in Massachusetts bay yes- 
terday, and from what little actual call- 
ing was done, the Crowninshield yacht 
Certainly showed herself to be very 
speedy. 


The Independence was kept In the 


wind, a seven-knot breeze, from the 
eastward, for two hours, and tinder 
three lowered bails she skipped about 
with scarcely any commotion under her 
bow except when the long sleepy roll 
ot the ocean let her flat floor slap the 
water. She answered he? balance rud- 
der quickly, and acted most satisfacto- 
rily to her skipper, Captain Hank Haff; 
her designer, Mr. Crowninshield, and 
her owner, Mr. Lawson, who watched 
her from his steam yacht. 


Her sails were marvels o! be2r*7, es- 


pecially the two head sails, which fitted 
almost to perfection, while the big main- 
sail, one of the largest ever spread by 
any yacht, gave every indication of be- 
ing in similar shape when it is pulled 
out on the boom and t\\o more bat- 
tens put in the leach. 
Yesterday It 


flapped somewhat, but this defect can 
easily be remedied. 


The yacht was given a grand ovation, 


both going down the harbor and on her 
return. 
About every boat in the harbor 


with steam up gave the yacht three 
whistles as she went down the bay, and 
the tug nearly exhausted her own steam 
answering them. 


Outside of Boston light the wind came 


out from the eastward, and the yacht 
met a long, heavy roll. 
She met the 


swell, however, in fine shape, although 
considerable spray was thrown out from 
the slapping of her flat floor, Before 
the light was reached, the crew had 
started on the mainsail, but it took half 
an hour before it was fairly set. 
Even 


then It required considerable more 
muscle to get it In working order, and as 
the two lower battens had been over- 
looked in the rush to get it set, the sail 
flapped badly along the leach. Again, 
very little effort had been made in pull- 
ing it well ouit on the boom or. on the 
gaff, so that it was badly puckered along 
the foot and on the top. 
However, it 


gave every indication of being in better 
shape another time, and so CaptaiJ 
Haff ordered the tow line cast off and *he 
two lib-id sails broken out. 
The jib 


had already been set up in stops, so 
that the yacht quicklyjpiined headway, 
going off on the stsri-board tack, with 
Captain Haff at the wheel. 


Under these time sails, with her 


sheets well started, the Independence 
romped along very fast. No effort was 
made to haul the boat close on the wind, 
but with a good rap full, she headed 
out to sea, meeting the swell grandly, 
and rising over it buoyantly. 
Even 


with tbe swell there was but little froth 
under the bew, and what wave was 
turned aside did not come back along the 
counter to retard her progress. 


The wake was clean and fair; in fact, 


except from the spatter of the flat floot 
of her bow striking the water, there was 
little indication of a wake. She seemed 
to heel quickly, but not far down, say 
25 percent, but as she is designed for n 
115-foot waterllne when under sail, this 
slant was quite satisfactory. 


A long hitch was made to starboard, 


perhaps two miles, the yacht going along 
very fast, Showing'tremendous speed on 
a reach. 
Captain Haff 
swung hei 


about when a mile outside the Boston 
lightship, anchored sis miles east of the 
light, and tlie Independence was timed 
from full to full in 34 seconds, this when 
not close hauled. The yacht had been 
sailing about half an hour, all the time 
Just off the wind, with started sheets, 
when there came u pause. 
Captain 


Haff had discovered a slightly slackened 
jibstay, which showed that the bowsprit 
had coine inboard. The yacht was im- 
mediately heeled into the wind, while 
the big spar wa« set up. 


It was nearly 3 o'clock when the yacht 


started off again. When she filled away 
good progress had been made towards 
Gloucester. 
Preparations were then 


made for the setting the gaff topsail, 
but it took nearly 20 minutes to pet the 
head of the sail laced on to the topmast, 
and by that time the east wind had 
flattened out completely, leaving the 
yacht rolling around in the swell. 


There appeared to be no Indications 


of any more wind from any direction, 
so the tug was called alongside, the tow- 
lino taken aboard and the yacht headed 
for Boston.

•?the New York Journal. First I asked 


him point blank to "tell me in language 
that the wayfaring woman, though a 
newspaper writer, could understand 
•what Christian Scientists believe. 


"The following statement," he re- 


plied, "embraces the whole of the eth- 
ics of Christian 'Science: 'Wherein 
Christian Science renders Christianity 
more practicable ia the understanding 
of the true and spiritual science of be- 
ing, the understanding of God as spirit 
or mind and his creations as spiritual 
or Ideal.'" 


"What," I asked, "is Mrs. Eddy's 


precise relation to the Christian Science 
church?" 


"Mrs. Eddy," said Mr. Farlow, "Is 


pastor emeritus—that Is, the honorary 
pastor of the denomination, because of 
her peculiar relationship to Christian 
Science in that she, the discoverer and 
founder of the faith, becomes its natu- 
ral leader and teacher. Most of the 
church bylaws have been suggested by 
her or solicited from her, but are vir- 
tually adopted and enforced by the 
church. Many important questions are 
submitted to her, and hsi advice Is 
generally aecegted. 
Sometimes sug- 


gestions are made by her based upon 
peculiar representations •> j!ch necessi- 
tate that they should ba referred back 
to her and a mutual understanding of 
the proper course to pursue arrived at 


"To say that she has arbitrary con- 


trol of tl'o church would not be a 
proper statement of the situation. Her 
followers are not bound to her by any 
eworn allegiance on their ya^. nor by 
any absolute monarch ism on hers, as 
Borne seem to think. The Sabor carried 
on by Mrs. Eddy and her church is al- 
,ways by mutual agreement 


"No one la the Chrlsata Science 


movement Is so generally recognized 
and obeyed as Mrs. Eddy, but this is 
not due to anything more or less than 
ber remarkable wisdom and good Judg- 
ment. She Is respected because of her 
superior ability. She is loved because 
Of her amiability. It is not strange 
that those who are working with her 
Should seek and obey her judgment 
since they have generally found her 
right. 


"She Is slow to give specific advice 


to her students until she has thorough- 
ly tested the "matter in question by her 
older eiperlftnne." 


One of the points the prosecution 


sought to estasllsh waa that Mrs. Eddy 
considered bevaclf and was considered 
by her followers to be the woman 
clothed In the sun, who is spoken of In 
Beyelation. Of thia Mr. Fadow said: 


"The woman clothed In the sun Is 


not taken ia a penoua! sense by Chris- 
tian Scientists. It may not be propel 
for me to enter into a metaphysical in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures, for it ia 
our custom to allow each to interpret 
for himself, but as a mere opinion I 
.Would say the woman clothed in the 
fan Is the ideal womanhood which 
completes the manifestation of the full 
parenthood of God, wherein he recog- 
nizes that he is not only the father, but 
the mother of oil mankind. 


"Christian Science is calculated to 


make this clear to human conscious- 


( bees and thereby enable the student 
to manifest in bis life the image and 


i likeness of God. The metaphorical fig- 
are of 'the woman clothed In the sun 
-fcould not, according to. Christian Scl- 


ence, apply to un.v uiortal. but what It 
inculcates can be incorporated In the 
life of every individual." 


"Is the 'little book' referred to In 


Revelation, which the angel is repre- 
sented as holding in his hands, believ- 
ed l\v Christian Scientists to be Mrs. 
Eddy's book, 'Science and Health,'" I 
asked. 


"The little book," replied Farlow, "is 


the recorded spiritual understanding 
of God and creation In eontrau'<-'t!no- 
tion to the material sense of cause and 
effect. It does not in any sense refer 
to any material book in the light of 
Christian Science." 


"Mr. Farlow," I asked, "will you ex- 


plain the attitude of Christian Science 
toward disease?" 


"It is true," he said, "that Christian 


Scientists differ in their understanding 
of the nature of disease and sin, but to 
say that these do not erist in human 
experience and that the sick man has 
only to say 1 am sick' to be healed 
and the sinner needs only to say 'I am 
not sinning* to be exempt from punish- 
ment and personal responsibility is not 
correct. 


"We believe that in the sight of om- 


nipotent God disease and sin weigh but 
little or nothing and that the afflicted, 
imbued with a consciouoness of the di- 
vine power and presence, are able to 
overcome these more practically and 
effectually. Christian Scientists must 
{recognize disease in all its insidious- 
ness and fatality. They must grapple 
with and destroy these through the ap- 
plication of the divine power, the fact 
that God is infinitely great and disease 
Infimtesimally small. 


"Christian Science does not heal by 


the exercise of the human will, as many 
suppose, but as the consciousness of 
the afflicted one becomes filled with the 
understanding of the infinitude of God 
and God becomes to him Infinitely great 
the disease must consequently become 
nothing to him and thus be dissolved 
by the truth even as light dispels dark- 
ness. We do not look upon darkness 
as entity; we do not look upon-*it as 
something, but the lack of something. 
Bo disease should be understood as the 
want of health, a discord—the^ lack of 
harmony and evil the absence^f good." 


And that is Christian Science in a 


nutshell.

"The war in South Africa has been 


the most humane on both sides the 
world has ever seen." 


Rev. Father Powell, who said this 


tJie other night, came to America re- 
cently directly from the scene of hostil- 
ities and is therefore in a position to 
speak authoritatively, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. 
For several days he 


viUs a guest at the clergy house of St. 
Elizabeth's church at Sixteenth and 
Mifflin streets. 


Father Powell is a mission priest of 


the Society of St John the Evangelist, 
a community of clergymen of the 
Church of England, whose chief house 
Is at Oxford. Soon after entering the 
order Father Powell was sent to South 
Africa, where bis work has been chief- 
ly among the native tribes. He Is per- 
sonally acquainted with almost every 
figure of prominence on both sides in 
the Boer war. 


"There has been no deliberate ill 


treatment of prisoners by either Boer 
or Briton," he 'said. "The exiling of 
Boers to St Helena was most humane, 
for the prisoners are olio wed far more 
liberty than they could have had in a 
South African prison. We shall not ba 
In a position to Judge of the merits of 
the conflict until we can view It 
through the proper perspective of his- 
tory. Just now ft Is hard to tell which 
side is right, and it Is therefore foolish 
to be either strongly pro-Boer or pro- 
English. 


"The justification for the war lies In 


the treatment of the natives. The Boers 
have inherited a dread of the blacks, 
whom they have treated with cruelty. 
A native Is not allowed to walk on the 
pavement, but must take the middle of 
the street The English have not been 
blameless in their treatment of the 
blacks either. 


"This is a war for equal rights—not 


equal rights for the blacks, for they are 
not yet fit, but for the English and the 
Dutch speaking people. 
The Dutch 


had equal rights in Cape Colony end 
could speak in their own tongue in the 
Cape parliament if they chose, but they 
barred the English from that right In 
the Tranavaal house. This race hatred 
ought not to be continued. 
At the 


breaking ont of tbe war Pretoria was 
more English than Cape Town and 
English was the current language 
there. Kruger himself spoke English 
perfectly, although he pretended not to 
be able to. Back in the eighties he was 
a clerk in the colonial office tinder the 
Cape government 


"The stories of ill treatment of Boer 


women are false. 
When President 


Steyn fled from the Free State and 
when Kruger sailed for Europe, they 
left their wives to the care of English 
people, knowing that they would be in 
the beet of hands. The last news that 
I beard before leaving South Africa 
was that Mrs. Kruger was taking aft- 
ernoon tea with Lady Roberte." 


During the war Father Powell was a

He did not boast wbea he said things of 


that sort. There was no "boast" in him. 
He sfiid what was true. 


You think of Napoleon as, a flashing, 


flaming genius. In reality he was first of 
all n maa of common sense. 
He saw 


things in their true proportions. 


Mine. d'Houdstot said of him, "He con- 


tracts history and expands Imagination." 
And Lord Dudley said: ''He has thrown 
a doubt on all past glory. He has made 
all future renown impossible." 


It is difficult, either with cold detailing 


of facts - r wildest indulgence in hyper- 
bole, to • agnify Napoleon's material 
achievements. 


But remember that his greatness, L:-.t 


understood by himself, is attributed ' ,? 
him— first, to his common, sense, and, sec- 
ond, to the fact that he refuses to con- 
sider another's failure any proof that he 
must fail. 


Bead Napoleon's campaigns. Napoleon 


won all his battles as, if you win, yon will 
win yours. lie won his victories by 
studying his adversaries. He prepared 
for victory by ignoring the fears and 
doubts of others, relying on his own cour- 
age and common sense. 


You know that Napoleon crossed the 


Alps with nn army in the dead of win- 
ter. 
You have seen pictures of him ab- 


surdly posed in a snowstorm on the edge 
of a precipice on a draggle tailed horse, 
nn eagle flying overhead. But be did not 
pose. If there was a precipice, he kept 
away from it, and he took his achieve- 
ment calmly. 


Many of the ablest military writers bad 


said and proved to the satisfaction of all 
but Napoleon that tbe Alps could not ba 
crossed in winter. Had not those Alps 
kept back the savage hordes through 
centuries of winter? 


Napoleon, perfectly well knowing that 


be was the greatest of men ia military 
wisdom, rejected all talk and studied the 
case tot himself. Then he crossed the 
Alps quite easily as he had mapped out 
the work. And when it was done be 
talked of it in common sense fashion. 


"Tbe winter," says Napoleon, "is not 


tbe most unfavorable - season for the 
passage of lofty mountains. The snow is 
then, firm, tbe weather settled, and there 
is nothing to fear from aralanchps, the 
real and only danger to be apprehended 
in the Alps. 
On. those high mountains 


there are often very fine days in Decem- 
ber, of a dry cold, with extreme calmness 
in the air." 


Quite simple it was, you see, and Na- 


poleon did it quite simply. 


"When Napoleon appeared, tt anything 


was settled in the minds of men and es- 
pecially of fighters it was this: That 
nothing new remained to be discovered in 
war. 
Napoleon, just for a change, did 


everything new.

A professor Ic Kansas university has 


discovered a waj to make colored peo- 
ple wblte. His diseoYory Is ao dream 
cvire or magic potion, but a very valu- 
able addition to the science of bacteri- 
ology, says the Lawrence (Kan.) corre- 
spondent of the New York World. The 
discoverer Is Professor Marshall John- 
ston. By chaHce several months ago, 
while examining under the microscope j 
a sample of the blood of an albiuo pa- 
tient in the Lawrence hospital, Profess- 
or Johnston discovered a strange new 
germ. 


After the albino had entirely recov- 


ered from his disease Professor John- 
ston carefully examined a second sam- 
ple of bis blood and again found thla 
unknown germ. He was thus forced to j 
the conclusion, which is entirely a new 
discovery In medical science, that al- 
binism is a disease which may be cured 
or communicated to others. 


Up to the present time the albino 


has bqen regarded merely as "a freak 
of nature, but Professor 
Johnston 


claims that hl9 light color is the nat- 
ural result of a "white blood dis- 
ease," to which he has given the name 
of leucltis. To demonstrate his dis- 
covery to his pupils the Kansas pro- 
fessor Inoculated a guinea pig with 
the germs of albinism. As he had ex- 
pected, in less than four weeks its 
rosy skin had turned white and its 
eyes had become noticeably pink. The 
nest experiment was tned on a patient 
In the hospital, an Irish mechanic nam- 
ed Wilder, who was suffering from an 
Incurable disease. In his case the re- 
sult was even more convincing. The 
man's appearance gradually altered un- 
til In about ten weeks he had become 
an albino, with pink eyes, colorless 
skin and white hair. 


A coal black negro was the next sub- 


ject After being inoculated his skin 
bleached slowly until it became an 
even light brown. So far as his color 
Is concerned he would easily pass for 
a white person who had been tanned 
by exposure to the snn. 


His kinky hair, however, proved too 


stiff for the germs to straighten, and 
the color of his eyes remained the 
same. 
He was inoculated a second 


time, but without any further effect 
on account of the deep pigmentation of 
his skin. 


Professor Johnston 
had 
Imagined 


that his discovery was of interest only 
to physicians and scientists, but be has 
now discovered himself to be the cen- 
ter of attraction for the colored race. 
His laboratory Is besieged by negroes 
who wish to become white. 


He has become so uncomfortably 


popular among the negroes of Law- 
rence that he cannot venture on the 
streets without being surrounded by a 
dark skinned retinue of petitioners. 


STAMPS TO LOOK OUT FOR 


Fan-American Twos Found With the 


Express Train Upside DOTVII. 


It has been discovered that a sheet of 


the new Pan-American series of stamps 
of the 2 cent denomination was printed 
with the picture of the express train 
•upside clown. This sheet was in the 
package shipped to the postmaster at 
Brooklyn, and the stamps were retailed 
out without the error having been dis- 
covered. 


One of the purchasers, who had se- 


cured ten of the stamps, noticed the 
capsized express as be was about to af- 
fix one to a letter and immediately sent 
a letter to the bureau of engraving and 
printing in Washington making com- 
plaint, says the 
New York Sun. 


Through the bureau the news of the in- 
verted train came to the ears of a 
stamp collector, who instantly saw vi- 
sions of a rarity of the very first water. 
It is said that this collector or his rep- 
resentative went to Brooklyn and after 
some negotiations secured four of the 
ten Inverted trains. It appears that the 
purchaser had used four of the stamps, 
given away two and for the remaining 
four received $20 each. Could he have 
secured the whole sheet his profits 
would have amounted to $1,998 on an 
investment of S2. 


It is understood that the Washington 


man who paid $20 each for the stamps 
has refused an offer of double that 
amount. Just v. hat price will ultimate- 
ly be received for the six copies known 
to be in existence cannot be foretold. 
That is dependent upon several contin- 
gencies. If there should never be more 
than these six copies, the holders would 
be able to get their own price, aa there 
are men of great wealth following the 
pursuit of stamp collecting as a pas- 
time who would not hesitate to pay 
$1,000 to secure a copy.

It was 
that offer that brought- Martin and Mr, 
Rouss together. Thousands rushefl to 
the rich man with suggestions and of- 
fors of healing. He hired John Martin, 
the drug clerk, to take his medicine for 
him. 


"If you cure Martin," he said, "I will 


let j ou try it on me." 


April 6, 1896, Martm began to take 


the medicine for Mr. Rouss. He sub- 
mitted himself to every sort of torture. 
His eyes were taken out and scraped. 
They were rubbed with fiery liquids. 
Nikola Tesla submitted him to 100,000 
volts of electricity. The oaly result wns 
that the blind man lay unconscious for 
an hour. 


There canae quacks, fakirs and real 


scientists. Among the scientists were 
Pomeroy, Kuapp. Agnew, Bohn, Mit- 
tendorf, Jaueway, Professor \V. G. 
Morton and Professor Edson, and still 
Martm could not see. Treatment of so 
many kinds ruined his health. Acids 
ate his stomach through. His strength 
left him. When Mr. Rouss gave up 
hope of recovering his sight he had no 
more need of Martin's services. 


Martin, destitute, on Feb. 14 last was 


living with friends in Brooklyn. Mics 
Lida A. Churchill of New York heard 
of his plight and sought nlm out 
Miss 


Churchill professes ever since girlhood 
to have possessed a wonderful power 
of healing, a natural gift to restore 
health and to cure Infirmities by the 
laying on of hands. 


"It is a God given thing that I pos- 


sess," she said recently to a New York 
World reporter.

flaunt it In the faces of people, but I 
have cured many." 


And then the reporter went to see

Dr. Weyl Sara Transrer of Poirer 


TVonlil Strengthen Confidence. 


An Interesting report on the status 


and future prospects of Mexico is pre- 
sented by Dr. Walter E. Weyl. who has 
recently spent six months in the coun- 
try on some special work for the de- 
partment of labor, says a Washington 
dispatch to the St Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. Dr. Weyl is satisfied that Mexi- 
co has reached a position of political 
stability which will not be impaired by 
a change in the- head of the govern- 
ment, lie says that when the country 
was the theater of frequent pronuneia- 
mentos and revolutions there did not 
exist tbe present means of prompt com- 
munication by railway and telegraph. 
The influx of American capital and the 
manner In wliicii it is concentrated in 
the hands of a few great railways and 
banks also make for order and tbe 
permanence of existing institutions. 


The peaceful transfer of power from 


President Diaz 1o a competent success- 
or would, in the opinion of Dr. Weyl, 
tend to Htrengtheu confidence in the fu- 
ture of Mexico rather than to impair 
It. The election is made by congre&s, 
thereby avoiding the strain and excite- 
ment oV a popular vote. The choice for 
the now president will probably i,e be- 
tween Ijirjantour, the present minister 
of finance, and General Reyes, the 
head o*' t'.ie war department. Liman- 
tour be'ioni* to the old aristocrat stock.

{ students everywhere, both in the uni- 


versity and out of it. 


It was founded in 18S9 by a gift of 


$10,000 from Mr. Schiff for the pur- 
chase of material. In 1809 Mr. Schifl 
offered to give $25,000 for a building 
provided as much more were secured 
from other s-mrces. When nearly $20,- 
000 had been raised in accordance with 
these terms, Mr. Schiff announced that 
he would give the entire $50,000 for the 
new building if the other donors were 
willing, as it proved they were, that 
their subscriptions should go to the in- 
crease of the collection. 
Later Mr. 


Schiff further increased his gift to $00,- 
000 to cover the estimate of the con- 
tractors. It is hoped that the building 
may be ready for occupancy some time 
this year. 
It will be three stones in 


height, with commodious lecture rooms 
and a library for the Semitic depart- 
ment on the ground floor and the exhi- 
bition halls on the second and third.

1 chase of further material should make 


the Semitic museum the most impor- 
tant Biblical collection—for so In the 
main one must consider it—in tliis 
country and one of the most interest- 
ing and instructive in the world. As 
has been said, the aim is to make it of 
the widest usefulness to Biblical and 
SornHic students o-\ cry where. Besides 
this availability for professional use, so 
to speak, it is hoped to offer from lime 
to time to fie public, especially teach- 
ers in Sundav schools anc! Bible class- 
es, courses of lectures on Biblicnl and 
Somlfio subjects to be dirociiy illustrat- 
ed by the collections in the- museum.

This means about 
COO miles more than WCTO built last 
year. 


The least building, which will be al-

A remarkable feature of this 
new building is the great number of 
lines with little mileage, the average 
length being only about 40 miles. 


In work now uader way Texas leads, 


with 763 miles on 13 lines; then come 
Oklahoma and Indian territories, with 
G12 miles on 9 lines; Georgia, 009 miles 
on 9 lines; Pennsylvania, 300 miles on 
17 lines; New Mexico, 230 miles on 2 
lines; Illinois, 224 miles on 4 lines; Ar- 
kansas, 198 miles on 9 lines; Louisiana, 
175 miles on 4 lines; Minnesota, 1G5 
miles on 5 lines, and Washington, 165 
miles on 5 lines.

The Pennsylvania railroad has Intro- 


duced into service on its trains new 
passenger coaches which embody many 
improvements over the old style rail- 
way coaches. Principal among these 
are devices which, It is expected, will 
do away with the difficulty often ex- 
perienced in raising the windows of 
railway cars, says the New York 
Times. The windows, fitted with spe- 
cial fixtures, are so carefully balanced 
as to be raised by a simple mechanism 
fixed to the sill. When this mechan- 
ism is pressed lightly with the finger 
the sash rises and stops at any point 
desired by the passenger. 


The cars are 53 feet 8 inches long. 


The interior Is furnished in quartered 
oak. There are large toilet compart- 
ments at each end of the coaches on 
the style of those provided for Pullman 
cars. One of the greatest improve- 
ments that have been Introduced is the 
system of heating and ventilation. The 
source of heat is steam from the loco- 
motive. Steam is casxied into each car, 
passing through radiators, and the con- 
densation returned to the tender of the 
locomotive by means of a vacuum 
pump. This .system permits of perfect 
regulation of femperature and by easy 
manipulation prevents the extremes 
that are so annoying to passengers. 


With the ventilating system the usual 


sash in the upper par! of the car is 
never opened. The cold air is ad- 
mitted through pipes situated at each 
end of the car and passed through the 
radiator boxes which are situated near 


| the floor, being heated In its passage 


before entering the car. This system, 
therefore, obviates the discomfort of 
drafts and insures at all times per- 
fect 
ventilation. The vitiated 
air 


escapes by natural means through ven- 
tilators placed in the roof. 


MEN AS THEY PASS. 


General Manager Polk of the Gulf, 


Colorado and Santa Fe said recently, 
according to a Fort Worth (Tex.) dis- 
patch to the St Lonis Globe-Democrat, 
that when the extent of the oilfields at 
Beaumont has been Indisputably de- 
termined the railroads would substi- 
tute oil for coal as fuel. Four barrels 
of oil are equal to one ton of coal, at 
one-third the cost, he says, and at the 
present price of the latter he thinks 
that, as an economic proposition, it will 
be to the interest of the railway com- 
panies to substitute oil in the loco- 
motives. 


Colonel Polk says that it will cost be- 


tween $230 and $300 per locomotive to 
make the change from coal to petro- 
leum. He thinks It will result In the 
consumption of thousands of barrels 
daily. 
The Santa Fe company uses 


about 500 tons of coal each day. He 
remarked that a test had been made of 
the Be.iumont oil and that !t was very 
satisfactory for engines.

BEAVERS ATTACK A BIG DAM 


View of the Animals srt Wort Ob- 


tained by Hill Hen In Maine. ' 


Horace Frost, one of the Berlin Mills 


company's superintendents, had the 
gates In the dam above Kennebago 
falls, near Bemis, Me., hoisted the oth- 
er day to let the water out "When he 
did so, he noticed a beaver on the other 
side of the dam busily at work catting 
a 12 by 12 timber used as a brace, say^ 
the New York Sun. The crew of 25 
or 30 men were called to witness the 
unusual sight, for it is asserted that 
beavers will never work in sight of hu- 
man beings. The crowd watched the 
Industrious little fellow as he first gave 
his uppercuts and then his undercuts, 
and then if the chip did not fall he 
would take hold of*it with both sets of 
teeth. 


Mr. Frost went down to where the 


animal was working, but the beaver 
stood his ground, and when Frost back- 
ed away the beaver gave chase. The 
beaver next went under a pile of brush. 
When one of the men went down to 
discover where the animal had disap- 
peared and got on his hands and knees 
to look under the brush, the beaver 
charged from the rear. The man took 
to his heels and never stopped till he 
was well on top of the dam. 


After this the beaver went away and 


in a short time came back with a num- 
ber of others, who joined in the task of 
cutting away the timbers. They were 
driven away, but left rather reluc- 
tantly. 


The high water, which was running 


some ten feet over the dam before the 
gates were raised, bad evidently driven 
the colony of beavers from their homes, 
and they had reasoned out the prob- 
lem and were going to clear away the 
obstruction. This is the second time the 
beavers have attempted to demolish 
this dam.
